REAL  ESTATE  BY-LAW,  1S87. 

A /{//-  La  »/•  for  raising  M u n iripa  l Revenue  for  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight y -seven . 

BE  it  enacted,  l>y  the  Mayor  anil  Council  of  the 
City  of  New  Westminster,  as  follows  : — 

1.  From  anil  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law  the 
general  Municipal  revenue  of  the  City  shall  be  raised, 
levied  and  collected,  for  the  use  of  the  Corporation, 
from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  provided. 

2.  There  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  for 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  anil  eighty-seven 
upon  the  assessed  value  of  all  city  lots  within  the 
limits  of  tiie  said  City  a rate  of  one  per  cent,  on  the 
dollar,  irrespective  of  all  special  rates  or  assessments 
required  by  any  other  by-law  to  be  levied  as  thereby 
provided. 

3.  That  owner  or  owners  of  city  lots,  whose  lots 
were  rated  and  assessed  on  the  assessment  roll,  shall 
pay  or  cause  to  be  paid  to  the  collector  of  taxes  tor 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  ol  New  Westminster  on 
or  lie  lore  the  first  day  July,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  all  sums  of  money  for 
which  he,  she  or  they  may  be  rated  or  assessed. 

4.  Any  person  or  persons  neglecting  to  pay  his  or 
their  taxes  within  thirty  days  trom  tiie  time  specified 
for  the  payment  thereof  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  contained  in  Sections  133  to  147, 
inclusive,  of  the  “ Municipalities  Act,  1881.”

frontage  for  paying  interest  and  creating  a yearly 
sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  the 
debt  is  as  set  forth  in  the  third  section  hereof.

A By-  Lair  regulating  the  weight  of  bread,  and  pre- 
venting the  use  of  deleterious  mat  trials  in  making 
bread,  and  for  the  seizure  and  forfeiture  thereof. 

rflHE  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
JL  in  Council  assembled,  enact  as  follows  : — 

1.  That  for  all  bread  sold  or  exposed  tor  sale  within 
the  city  each  loaf  shall  be  of  the  full  weight  of  one 
pound  and  a half,  and  no  loaf  of  bread  shall  be  sold 
under  that  weight. 

2.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
(and  at  least,  once  in  every  sixty  days,  and  after  re- 
porting to  the  Mayor  and  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Committee  the  day  fixed  for  inspection)  examine  the 
bakers’  shops  and  carts,  and  shall  confiscate  all  loaves 
which  may  be  found  of  light  weight,  and  shall  dis- 
pose of  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor  or 
Chairman  of  the  said  Committee. 

3.  The  term  “bread”  shall  mean  and  include  not 
only  ordinary  white  bread,  but  all  fancy  bread  in 
which  yeast  is  used,  provided  always  that  for  bread 
made  24  hours  and  over,  one  ounce  light  weight  shall 
be  allowed  for  each  loaf  weighing  one  and  a half 
pound.
